Sir,— 
We have now the honour to present to you complete Statistical Tables for the County of 
London, being the first instalment of the Detailed Abstract of the Census Returns which we are 
required to prepare under the Census (Great Britain) Act, 1900. Tables for other Counties similar 
in principle, but not necessarily elaborated in equal detail, are in course of preparation and will be 
issued in succession. The Tables to which a letter is attached after the number are those which may 
be given or not, as the circumstances of each County seem to require. 


We reserve our critical and detailed Report until the issue of the County Parts is com- 
plete, and we thus become enabled to treat of England and Wales as a whole; but it seems to 
us desirable to preface our first Part, giving Statistics for the County of London, with some 
remarks explanatory of the Tables which follow, and of the principal modifications which distin- 
guish them from the Tables in the Census Report for 1891. 


The Tables dealing with Areas, Houses and Population, numbered from 1 to 22, are 
arranged so as to apply first to the Ancient County, secondly to the Administrative County, and 
thirdly to the Registration County. The Areas, which constitute or are included within these 
several kinds of County, are as follows :— 


1. Ancient County—Parliamentary Constituencies (Table 4) and Ecclesiastical Parishes 
(Table 5). It is to be observed, in parenthesis, that there is no Ancient County of 
London, the County of London having been constituted an Administrative area from 
parts of the Ancient’ Counties of Middlesex, Surrey, and Kent by the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1888 ; 


2. Administrative County—Petty Sessional Divisions (Table 7), Urban and Rural Districts 
(Tables 9 and 10), and Civil Parishes (Table 11); 


3. Registration County—Registration Districts (usually identical with Poor Law Unions or 
Parishes) and Sub-Districts and their Constituent Civil Parishes (Table 12). 


~The. differences between the three kinds of County will be set out in detail in Table 2. 
The Administrative County of London, which is co-extensive with the Registration County, is 
exceptional in that no Rural Districts lie within its limits, while the City of London and the 28 
newly-constituted Metropolitan Boroughs, as independent Sanitary areas, have their counterparts in 
the County and Municipal Boroughs and Urban Districts of other Counties. 


We deem it necessary to.draw prominent attention to the opinion we have been compelled to 
adopt that the Returns as to “Houses” are, in many cases, unsatisfactory and, to some extent, 
misleading. The Returns received by us have been carefully revised, and the result has been to 
disclose differences in certain Districts as compared with the Returns for 1891 that are quite 
incompatible with any possible change in the amount of residential accommodation. We further 
refer to this subject by a note at the head of Table 12.

The following represent the more important alterations we have made in the form, or in 
the matter, of the Tables (Nos. 1 to 22) which refer to Areas, Houses and Population :— 


1. Comparative Figures for the previous Census are now, for the first time, given in 
certain Tables, such as the Parliamentary Constituencies Table (No. 4) and the Civil 
Parishes Table (No. 11). 


2. Uninhabited Houses are divided into two groups in compliance with Section 5:2 of the 
Census Act, and are classed in separate columns as “In Occupation” and “ Not in 
Occupation.” All Houses in which no person abode on the night of the Census are 
classed as “ Uninhabited”: of such “ Uninhabited” Houses those which were in general 
occupation for business or other purposes are placed under the Sub-Heading “In 
Occupation.” 


3, The area of Inland Waters is shown separately in Table 12, thus enabling us to avoid 
recapitulation of a long list of Parishes in Table 15, which is now limited to those few 
Parishes containing Tidal Water or Foreshore. 


4. To obtain space for the foregoing additions, we no longer publish in Table 12 com- 
parative figures for 1891 of “ Uninhabited Houses” and “Houses Building.” 


5. A new Table (No. 3) is inserted to show the growth of the population of each County 
since the first Census of 1801. The area dealt with will be that of the Ancient — 
County in every case except that of London, the figures for which relate ‘to the. 
Administrative County as now constituted. Ro es ' 


. A Table (No. 14) setting forth the changes that have taken place in the boundaries of 
Civil Parishes since the Census of 1891—especially under the Local Government Acts 
of 1888 and 1894, and under the London Government Act of 1899—has been rendered 
necessary. by the numerous alterations effected under the provisions of these Acts. It 
will be seen that the alterations in Parish boundaries effected by the London Act 
amount to no fewer than 347, and it will be readily understood how seriously the diffi- 
culties of taking the Census by our Local Officers and of tabulating the results by 
our Central Staff have been aggravated by these changes of boundary, many of which 
involved very- diminutive areas, and which were timed to take effect a few days before 
the Census Schedules were collected.

7. We have expanded the “Tenements” Table (No. 19) so as to show the comparative 


numbers of each class of tenements, with the numbers of Families or Separate Occupiers 
in 1891 and 1901. 


8. To the Table (No. 22), dealing with the number of Births and Deaths registered in each 
Registration District in the last Intercensal period, we have added a column showing 
the gain or loss by migration to or from the District. 


In treating of the classification of the people as to Age, Civil Condition, Occupation, Birth- 
place, and Infirmities, we have to report modifications of a more far-reaching character. Statistics 
concerning these matters have hitherto been published in a separate volume after the issue of 
the volumes containing the various Tables for Areas, Houses and Population. By publishing 
complete statistics for each County in turn, we hope, not only to present the facts earlier, but to 
make our volumes more accessible and more useful to the public. |

It is, however, necessary to point out that in those Counties in which a great Town, such as 
Liverpool, Birmingham, or Bristol, lies upon the borders of another County [and in a still more 
marked degree in the County of London, which contains part only of the population having the 
Metropolis for its centre], the statistics of the people enumerated as dwelling within their borders 
do not represent the whole facts of the case. Asylums for the Insane and Institutions for other 
public purposes often lie beyond the limits of the Counties in question, and afford accommo-_ 
dation for large numbers of Persons who ordinarily reside within those Counties; and conversely

these Institutions will unduly swell the numbers of such Persons in the Counties in which they are 
situated. Similarly very large numbers of Persons may habitually earn their livelihood ina bordering 


Town, but may be enumerated as residents in a County other than that in which the Town is 
placed. 


In dealing with Ages we have, in order to meet representations which have been made to 


us, abstracted the population at each year of age from 13 to 21, thus augmenting the number of 
Age periods from 25 to 32. 


Conditions as to Marriage, tabulated in 15 Age periods, are given for Metropolitan and County 
Boroughs and for Urban Districts having populations of 50,000 and upwards; publication of the 
same particulars for Registration Districts is now discontinued on the ground that their public 
utility 1s not so great as to justify the expenditure of the requisite amount of space. 


We introduce a Table (No. 29) showing, in Combination, the Ages of Husbands and Wives. 
We believe that this Table, which has had no place in the Census Reports since 1871, will be 
of considerable public interest. 


We have given special attention to the Tables showing the Occupations of the People. 


Having received communications from the Home Office and from the Board of Trade to the 
effect that certain changes in the system of classification would greatly enhance the value to 
them, for legislative and other uses, of the Occupational Statistics collected at the Census, 
we had many conferences with the representatives of the two Departments; and, in order to 
meet their views and to bring the Census Statistics published by us into closer harmony with 
the statistics issued by the two Departments, we have, to a considerable extent, recast our Classifi- 
cation. Material changes of this nature have this undoubted disadvantage, that comparison with the 
results of previous Censuses is rendered more difficult. We shall, however, deal at length with 
this branch of the subject in our Final Report, and shall in the meantime give in the Summary 
for each County such comparative figures respecting the more important Occupations as the facts at our 
disposal may warrant. The total number of Occupational Headings has been augmented from 347 
to 379, and this number would have been still greater had we not deleted many occupations giving 
employment to quite an insignificant number of persons. We have thus found room for further 
sub-division on a very considerable scale, and tor the separate tabulation of Occupations which 
on former occasions have been included under some more general appellation. Among the more 
important objects of the sub-division referred to, the attempted separation of Dealers from Makers, 
and in certain cases, of Skilled Artizans from Labourers may be particularly mentioned. We are 
uncertain whether, notwithstanding our unsparing efforts to impress upon Occupiers the importance 
of precision in describing each person’s occupation, the results secured will be of a completely 
trustworthy character; but we defer dealing with this point also until our Final Report, and we 
meantime give, without comment, the figures as abstracted from the Census Schedules. 


We have also provided, at the urgent request of the Departments before mentioned, a new 
column for a Return of persons stated to be working “At Home,” and we continue to give 
Statistics as to “ Employers,” “ Working for Employers,” etc., in the same form as in the Census 
Report of 1891. 


In addition to the foregoing alterations, we have introduced important extensions in the form 
of publication of the Occupation Tables, which now show, for the County of London, the number 
of Males and Females engaged in each of the 379 Occupations, in ten groups of Ages. Similar in- 
formation was given only in the Summary Table for England and Wales after the Census of 1891. 
The first group given in 1891, 10 years and under 15, is now sub-divided into two groups (10 years 
and under 14, and 14 years and under 15). In a Supplementary Table (No. 33) the first of these groups 
(10 to 14) is sub-divided into individual years. An extra column has also been inserted in Table 32 for 

the age group 65 to 75. Furthermore we have analyzed the Returns dealing with Females and 
- have given figures for the Unmarried as distinguished from the Married or Widowed. In order to 
find space for the double line of figures thus required we have omitted those Occupations in which 
Females are not employed to any extent. We also issue a Table (No. 34) showing the Occupations in 
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which Persons, describing themselves as Pensioned or Retired, were formerly engaged, and a new 


Table (No. 354) giving the number of Separate Occupiers or Families and of Male and Female 
- Domestic Servants, and showing the proportion of Domestic Servants employed to each 100 Families. 


For the City of London and for each of the 28 Metropolitan Boroughs—and in future Parts 
for the County Boroughs, and for each Urban District in which the Population exceeds 50,000 
Persons—we publish a condensed List of Occupations at five Age-periods. 


Referring to Statistics dealing with Birthplaces, we have specially to draw attention to 
Table 37, in which we have introduced comparative columns showing the increase or decrease 
of Foreigners since 1891. We also publish a Table (No. 87a), giving the Sex and Condition as 


to Marriage in Age-periods, not merely of Europeans, but of all persons of Foreign Birth—not. 


being British subjects—ranged under 24 Countries or groups of Countries. Furthermore, in view 
of the exceptional importance of the question of Foreign Immigration, and of the employment of 
Foreigners whilst in England, we publish in Table 37B a Return of the Occupations, by Boxes, 
of the Natives of the same Countries. 


Turning lastly to the Statistics dealing with Infirmities, the most important change consists 
in the attempted differentiation of “ Lunatics” from “Imbeciles or Feeble-Minded.” This attempt 
has been made in deference to influential representations that have been made to us, but we are 
in doubt as to the value of the results and we therefore reserve our judgment. In 1891 these 
two Classes were dealt with together, under the designation ‘Mentally Deranged.” We also give 
in the Infirmities Table (No. 38), comparative figures for 1891, as far as it has been ae a to 
obtain them. 


The Occupations of Males and Females returned as Blind, or as Deaf and Dumb, are 


given in Table 394, and there also the Married or Widowed Females are distinguished from 
the Unmarried. The numbers of those of each Sex returned as Blind from Childhood are also 
stated. ; 


Speaking generally of the Statistics herewith presented, we believe the facts are set out as 


fully and in as great detail as will be required by statisticians and by the public at large. If, how- 
ever, information which can be derived from the Census Returns, but which is not given in 
this Part, or in any of the succeeding County Parts, is desired by the Council of any County, 
County Borough, or Urban. District, we shall be prepared to furnish it—in accordance with the 


provisions of Section 9 of the Census Act—provided that the progress of our regular publications. 


is not thereby retarded. 


We now append some general remarks summarizing the principal results of the Census for 
the County of London, and we propose to preface the Tables for each succeeding County in a, 
similar manner. 


Statistics for Lancashire will next be published, and County Parts will thereafter be mine 
in order of population.

SUMMARY OF THE CENSUS RESULTS. 


Tue Administrative County, now co-extensive with the Registration County, of 
London was created under the provisions of the Local Government (England and Wales) 
Act, 1888, from parts of the Ancient Counties of Middlesex, Surrey, and Kent. The 
County of London contains, according to revised Returns furnished by His Majesty’s 
Ordnance Survey Department, an area of 74,839 statute acres, and has a population of 
4,536,541. In 1801 the population was 959,310; it has therefore increased during 
the Century nearly five-fold. The highest intercensal rate of increase (21:2 per cent.) was 
in the decennial period terminating in 1851; with the exception of a small rise in the 
period 1871-81, a decline in the rate has been in steady progress since that date; and the 
lowest rate of increase (7:3 per cent.) is that of the. intercensal period just concluded. That 
the rate of growth of population within the area of London still continues to diminish is 
shown by the fact that the increase from 1891 to 1896, the year of the Intermediate Census, 
was 201,212, or 48 per cent., whereas from 1896 to 1901 it was no more than 107,012, or 
9-4 per cent., on the Census figures for the former year. 


The enumerated population of the County of London showed an increase of 308,224 
during the 10 year's 1891 to 1901, but, as the natural increase during that period by excess 
of births over deaths was, as shown by Table 22, approximately 491,000, it follows that 
the loss by migration exceeded 180,000. This migration of population from London is 
undoubtedly one of the causes of the rapid increase of Suburban Districts lying round 
the County Boundary. In Table 22B it is shown that the population of the ‘“ Greater 
London” of the Registrar General’s Weekly Return had increased by over 947,000, to 
which the County of London contributed only 308,000, and the Districts lying outside 
the County Boundary 639,000. In the City of London and six of the central Metro- 
politan Boroughs the enumerated population showed an actual decline of over 67,000 
in the 10 years, notwithstanding that the recorded excess of Births over Deaths in that 
period amounted approximately to 70,000. In these Central Boroughs, with one exception, 
a decrease of population has regularly occurred during the last four intercensal periods, 
and has been due in great measure to the transformation of dwelling houses into ware- 
houses, offices, and business premises. This centrifugal dispersion of town population is, 
however, shared by all great, old, and prosperous cities. 


Excluding the University of London, there are, within the County, 58 Metropolitan 
Constituencies, one of which, the City of London, returns two Members, and each of the 
others, one Member. Under the London Government Act of 1899, and in consequence of 
certain changes of boundary, parts of the areas included in 4 Coustituencies—the Dulwich 
Division of Camberwell, the Central Division of Finsbury, the North Division of Padding- 
ton, and the Parliamentary Borough of Wandsworth (the two last-named parts containing 
no population)—were transferred to other Administrative Counties: while parts of the 
areas of two extra-Metropolitan Constituencies—the Hornsey Division of Middlesex and 
the Wimbledon Division of Surrey (the latter part containing no population)—are now 
within the County of London. 


The following Constituencies in London have populations exceeding 100,000 :—

In 1891 Wandsworth, with 113,244, and Deptford, with 101,286, were the only Metro- 
politan | Constituencies itp populations exceeding 100,000, 
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There are 611 Ecclesiastical Parishes or Districts situated wholly or in part within the 
County of London, including the City of London. Their populations vary from 29 in the 
City Parish of St. Alphage, London Wall, to 30,756 in St. Luke, Chelsea, and 33,488 in St. 
Nicholas, Plumstead. Of the above-mentioned 611 Parishes, or parts of Parishes, there 
are 408 with an aggregate population of 2,786,585 within the Diocese of London; 202 
Parishes with an aggregate population of 1,746,833 in that of Rochester, and part of the 
Parish of North Woolwich, St. John the Evangelist, with a population of 3,086, in that of 


St. Albans. Lambeth Palace, containing 37 persons, is in the Diocese of Canterbury. 


The County has one Court of Quarter Sessions, and is divided into 15 Petty Sessional 
Divisions, exclusive of the City of London. The entire County, including the City, is 


under the jurisdiction of the Central Criminal Court. [See Table 22c.] 


The County contains the City of London, and twenty-eight Metropolitan Boroughs 
constituted under the London Government Act, 1899. The following Table shows the in- 


crease and decrease of population since 1891 in the area covered by sisi of the several 
Boroughs and in the City of London :—

‘The number of Civil Parishes within the County is 191. In some eases the population 
is very diminutive; in the City Parish of St. John the Evangelist there were only two 
persons enumerated on the Census night, and in many other cases, especially within the 
City, the population does not rise to 100. These figures may be contrasted with those 


of Islington having a population of 334,991, of Lambeth with 301,895, and of Camberwell 
with 259,339. 


The County of London at the time of the Census was divided into 30 Regis- 
tration Districts and 114 Sub-Districts, each District being now co-extensive, except in the 
case of Fulham, with a Poor Law Parish or Union. In 14 instances the areas of Regis- 
tration Districts correspond with those of the newly constituted Metropolitan Boroughs. 
In Table 12 a column is giv° to show the number of Families or Separate Occupiers 
in each Registration District, Suo-District, and Civil Parish. These numbered 1,019,546, 
giving an average of rather more than 4°4 persons to a family. The number of Inhabited 
Houses is 571,768, against 547,146 in 1891, an increase of 4:5 per cent.; of Uninhabited 
Houses 40,069, against 39,686 in 1891, an increase of 1:0 per cent. ; and of Houses Build- 
ing 4,624, against 4,194 for 1891, an increase of 10°3 percent. The figures for the last 
two classes of Houses for 1891 are given in Table 1 only. Of the Uninhabited Houses 
24,098 are “In Occupation” —that is, utilized for business or other purposes, but without 
inmates on Census night. It may be here stated, though the figures are not presented in 
Tabular form, that a total of 406 persons—224 males and 182 females—were enumerated ; 
as having passed the night of March 31st in Barns; Sheds, Caravans, etc. 


The total number of separate Tenements, which had been 937,606 in 1891, rose 
to 1,019,546, the increase being equal to 8-7 per cent. Of this total the Tenements contain- . 
ing five or more rooms increased from 307,037 to 847,516, equal to 13°2 per cent. ; while 
the increase of those with less than five rooms was from 630,569 to 672,030 and did not 
exceed 6°6 per cent. The rate of increase in the larger Tenements was. therefore exactly 
double that shown in the smaller Tenements. Stated in another way, the Tenements with

five or more rooms were equal to 32°7 per cent. of the total Tenements in 1891, and to 34:1 
per cent. at the recent Census—while the percentage of the Tenements with less than 
five rooms declined from 67:3 to 65:9. The reduction in the number of the latter class of 
Tenements was most strongly marked in the Tenements of one room, which declined from 
172,502 in 1891 to 149,524—that is, from 18°4 per cent. of the total Tenements to 14°7 per 
cent. It may further be pointed out that the number of single-room Tenements in which 
more than two persons were enumerated declined from 56,622 to 40,762; while the number 
of one-roomed Tenements with six or more inmates on the Census night declined from 4,097 
to 1,802. The Tenements of two rooms showed a slight, and those of three and four rooms, 
a marked, increase upon the numbers returned in 1891. 


The proportion of Tenements with less than five rooms, which averaged 60:9 per 
cent. in the County of London, showed marked variations in the Metropolitan Boroughs. 
The lowest percentages were 30°9 in Lewisham, 42:2 in Hampstead, and 42°3 in Wands- 
worth ; while the highest percentages were 80°5 in Stepney, 82:9 in Southwark, 84:1 in 
Bethnal Green, 84-9 in Shoreditch, and 85-1 in Finsbury. The proportion of single-room 
Tenements (which averaged 14:7 per cent. in all London) showed still wider variations 
in the several Boroughs, ranging from 3°5 per cent. in Lewisham, 41 in Wandsworth, and 
6-4in Hampstead, to 248 in Shoreditch, 26:3 in ‘St. Marylebone, 26-4 in Finsbury, and 27-0 
in Holborn. It is, however, satisfactory to note that these high percentages showed in each 
case a decline from those that prevailed in 1891. In the Borough of Stepney, con- 
sisting of Whitechapel, St. George in the East, Stepney, and Mile End Old Town Regis- 
tration Districts, which received between 1891 and 1901 a large number of foreigm 
immigrants (Table 37), the proportion of one-room Tenements did not exceed 21°7. per 
cent., showing a marked decline from the proportion in 1891. 


This Fable shows the actual increase of population, as° compared with the 
difference between registered Births and Deaths,and has been extended by the addition 
of a column showing the balance of change which must be ascribed to migration. As 
explained in a note to the Table, the value of the figures for some Districts is impaired for 
comparative purposes by the existence of large Hospitals and other Institutions which 
receive inmates from distant places. For example, the District of Hampstead contains 
several Hospitals ; and it is shown by Tables compiled in the General Register Office that 
the Deaths registered in the District during the ten years 1891-1900 exceeded the Deaths of 
Hampstead residents by about 3,500. As a consequence, the excess of Births over 
registered Deaths shown in this Table is diminished, and the apparent gain by migration 
is increased, by this number. ‘The District of Southwark affords an example of an opposite 
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character, a large number of Deaths occurring in the Southwark Workhouse Infirmary.- 


which is situated in Camberwell District. It has been found that the Deaths which, 


occurred in Southwark in the ten years 1891-1900 were about 11,500 less than the Deaths. 
of Southwark residents. The actual loss of Southwark by migration of resident population, 
is, therefore, over-stated to this extent. This point will be considered more fully in the 
final Report, when statistics are available for the population in areas lying beyond the 
limits of the County of London. 


The Females enumerated in London exceed the Males by 252,371. There are 1,118 


Females for every 1,000 Males, which contrasts with 1,116 for every 1,000 at the Census 
of 1891. 


The number of Children of School Age (three and under fourteen years) is 968,007, 
of whom 481,060 are Boys, and 486,947 Girls. It is to be observed, however, that the 
attendance at School of Children under five is not compulsory. The number of Children 
between five and fourteen years of age is 777,867, of whom 386,168 are Boys, and 391,699 
Girls. The number of Persons 75 years of age and upwards is 52,679, and of these 
18,776. are Males, and 33,903 Females. At the extreme ages the excess of Females is 
still more marked, and of those who claim to be aged 100 years and upwards, 19 are 
Females, and 5 Males.

It may be noted from the figures in this Table that the proportions of the married to the population at all 
ages is now higher than it was in 1891, owing to the decrease in the proportion of children through the decline in 
the birth-rate. The proportion of the married, however, if calculated on the population aged upwards of twenty 
years, is distinctly lower than it was ten years ago, both among Males and Females, 


The number of Males under 21 returned as Married is 2,809, and the number. of 
Females 10,529. There are also 21 Widowers and 73 Widows under 21 years of age. 


There are in London 730,062 cases in which the Husband and Wife are both enum- 
erated in the same Schedule, and are therefore presumably living together: and in addition 
there are 47,301 Husbands whose Wives were absent—that is, were not enumerated in the 
same Schedule; and 63,035 Wives whose Husbands were absent, on Census Night. 


Pauper Inmates of Workhouse Establishments situated within the County numbered 
46,646 Persons at all ages, of whom 25,011 were Males and 21,635 Females, ‘This represents 
approximately 1 per cent. of the general Population, but at advanced ages the proportion 
rapidly increases. At 55 years and upwards the proportion per cent. of the London - 
population in such Workhouses is 6:6, and at 65 years and upwards, 11:2.

While it is known whether or not any occupational heading or group is affected by a 
change of the first kind, the second kind of change is more difficult to detect. There should 
be (and, in fact, is) a tendency to return occupations more definitely and more correctly at 
every succeeding Census. This, while it increases the value of the later figures in themselves, 
impairs them for purposes of comparison with those for earlier Censuses. Thus, out 
of a number of men who would have called themselves “ Merchants,” “ Shop-keepers,” 
“Labourers,” in 1891, a considerable proportion gave the more precise information in 1901 
that they were merchants or shop-keepers dealing in some specific article, or labourers 
at some special trade, such as “ Bricklayers’ Labourers,” ‘ Masons’ Labourers,” ete: 
From the very nature of things the amount of the transfer from one opcupational 
heading to another in this way can only be estimated approximately,

The above difficulties will be found to apply to the case of England and Wales ‘as

-a whole: In dealing with any’ separate part, and especially with such a part as London, 
another disturbing infltence comes in—the decentralizing tendency—the tendency of the 
population to push out for residential purposes beyond the limits of the County of London, 
while their daily avocations of trade, etc., are still pursued within those limits. 


The peculiar difficulties attendant upon the presentation of comparative occupation 
figures for London lie in the fact that the County of London, great though its population 
be, is not a body complete in itself: it is, in fact, only the heart or working centre of a 


vastly larger area the boundaries of which, while always extending, can never admit of 


accurate definition. 


In selecting the following occupational headings or groups for comparison, care has 
been taken to omit occupations directly liable to errors from alterations of classification 
or of methods of return, but for the foregoing reasons they must be regarded rather as 
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items of individual interest than as complete statistical returns.

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The number of Separate Occupiers or Families in the County of London is 
1,019,546, and the number of Male Indoor Domestic Servants—not including those 
employed in Hotels, Lodging, and Eating Houses—is 15,425, and of Female, 234,398. 
Hence, the number of Male Servants to every 100 Families is 1°5, and the number of 
Female Servants 23:0. The proportions vary, in the different Metropolitan Boroughs, 
to a striking degree. In Bermondsey, Deptford, and Poplar, the Male Indoor Servants 
number 0:1 only to every 100 Families. In the City of Westminster the proportion is 
12°5, in Chelsea 7:8, in St. Marylebone 5:3, and in, Kensington 5:1. Female Service 
varies in equal degree. Shoreditch with 5°5 and Bethnal Green with 5:6 Female 
Domestic Servants to each 100 Families, stand lowest; Bermondsey with 6:5, South- 
wark with 7:4, Finsbury with 7:8, Poplar with 8-0, and Stepney with 8°6 contrast 
with Hampstead having 79°8, Kensington 74:9, City of Westminster 53:3, and Chelsea 
47-4, Taking Male and Female Servants together, Hampstead with 81:4 and Kensington 
with 80:0 for every 100 Families, stand highest. 


Of the 4,536,541 persons enumerated in the County of London, 3,016,580 were natives 
of London; 35,421 were born in Wales and Monmouth, being an increase of 4,129 since 
1891 ; 56,605 in Scotland, an increase of 3,215 ; 60,211 in Ireland, a decrease of 6,254; and 
38,350 in British Colonies or Dependencies. Persons of Foreign birth numbered 161,222, 
and of these 20,224 were British subjects, 5,621 were naturalized British subjects, and 
135,377 were Foreigners; an increase in the case of the last-named of 40,324 since 1891. 


Of the 135,377 Foreigners 79,804 are Males, and 55,573 Females. Natives of Russia are 
now the most numerous, having increased since the last Census from 12,084 to 38,117 
Germany stands second with 27,427, having, however, increased by no more than 507 
persons since 1891. Russian Poland follows with 15,420, showing also only a trivial 
increase. France is fourth in importance with 11,264—no material increase; and Italy 
fifth with 10,889; or more than double the number returned in 1891. Foreigners are 
scattered throughout London, but a very large proportion, no less than 54,310, or 
40 per cent. of the whole, are in the Metropolitan Borough of Stepney [including 
Whitechapel, Mile End Old Town, and St. George in the East], of the population of 
which Borough they constitute 18-2 per cent. The following Metropolitan Boroughs, 
besides Stepney, contain each more than 5,000 foreigners :—

The Married Foreigners number 65,666, the Unmarried 63,369, and the Widowed 6,342. 
The proportion of Foreigners under 15 years of age, viz., 9°8 per cent., is very small in 
comparison with the proportion of persons under that age in the general population, 
viz., 29°9 per cent. This may be largely accounted for by the fact that the children of 
foreign parents born in England are not abstracted as Foreigners. On the other hand, the 
proportions from 20 to 25 years, 17°4 per cent., and from 25 to 35 years, 28°8 per cent., are 
very much greater than the proportions in the general population, which are 10:5 and 
17°8 per cent. respectively. 


Table 37B shows the occupations of persons of Foreign birth enumerated in the 
- County of London. Out of 20,519 Males of Russian birth, 17,196 are returned as engaged 
in occupations. Of this number, 6,595 are Tailors, 2,158 Bootmakers, and 1,602 Cabinet 
Makers.

rt number 2,057, as against 2,128 in 1891. Of these, 19 persons returned as Deaf and Dumb, 
and 14 as Dumb only, suffer from some other infirmity. Lunatics now number 3,562— 
including 22 afllicted with some other infirmity; and Imbecile and Feeble-minded 
3,496—including 53 otherwise afflicted. The total of these two classes is 7,058, against 
5,771 in 1891. In drawing comparisons from these figures, attention must be paid to the 
fact that the heading to the Infirmities column of the Census Schedule was not identical 
at the two Censuses. In 1891 the words adopted were “Lunatic, Imbecile, or Idiot,” 
and this expression might have led to more frequent concealment of cases of mental 
derangement than the form of words adopted for the recent Census, when Occupiers 
were invited to describe the afflicted person, either under the title “Lunatic” or under 
that of “Imbecile, Feeble-minded.” .

Inmates of Workhouses aged 60 years and upwards, whose former occupations were returned, have been dealt with as ‘‘ Retired,” : 

The numbers given under any heading include Apprentices, Assistants, Workmen and Labourers, as well as Masters, except where special 
headings are provided for subordinates. Messengers, Errand Boys, Porters, and Watchmen are, however, shown under a separate heading, 
and Clerks are classified as Civil Service Clerks, Bank Clerks, Railway Clerks, Insurance Clerks, or Commercial Clerks, according to the 
particular service in which they are engaged. ; ; 

In some cases women and children, chiefly widows or orphans carrying on the business of their husbands or fathers, will be found under 
Occupations commonly followed only by adult men. : : : ‘ 

In the list of Occupations for Females, the Male designations of occupations are given for convenience, except where the occupations are 
exclusively followed by Females. i 

The figures in italics, in the section of the Table for Females, relate to the Married or Widowed. In order to find space for this additional 
information, those Occupations are omitted in which Females are not employed to any extent.
